Slavs Refuse 
to Withdraw 
From Trieste 


BELGRADE (UP) — Yugoslavia 


refused today to withdraw troops 
and tanks from tho disputed Tri- 
este area, insisting they were there 
for Yugoslavia's own defense. 


Marshal Tito's

jected an Italian proposal that both 
sides withdraw their forces from 
the free territory. 


Tha Yugoslav stale 
sccietarial 


of foreign affairs in a statement 
yesterday turned clown the Halian 
proposal as 
"obvious 
hypocricy" 


designed lo mislead world opinion. 


The slatement, carried by tho of- 


ficial Yugoslav News Agency Tan- 
Jung, said the Italian proposal was 
"made with the- object of creating 
a certain impression among the un- 
informed section of the world 
lie. The 
mililary 
demonstrations 


from the Italian side began as far 
back as August, although Yugoslav- 
ia had not givun the Jeasl cause 
for this, nor did she take any sim- 
ilar measures al that time or 
throughout the month of Septem- 
ber." 


"The proposal of the Italian gov- 


ermenl is 
furlher 
calculated 
to 


cover up lhe reasons which com- 
pelled the Yugoslav government in

measures," the statemenl said.
